The minutes of the preceding meeting having been read, 

Mr. Codd said he begged leave to state that the 85th 
clause—namely, “ Notwithstanding anything in this act 
contained, the recited agreements between the Corpora- 
tion and the Grand Canal Company and the Royal Canal 
Company respectively are hereby confirmed, and it shall 
be lawful for the Corporation and the said respective 
caual companies to enter into such further and other 
agreements as they may think fit for attaining a further 
and better supply of water for the city of Dublin and 
its vicinity, within. the limits of this act” - was advisedly 
introduced into the bill by the committee for a specific 
purpose, as it was thought that when the canal com- 
pany saw the citizens of Dublin trying other means for 
supplying themselves with water at high pressure 
other than that obtained from the canal, they might find 
it their interest to come to some arrangement. The 
bill was in such a condition that when it went before a 
committee of the House of Commons, it might be made 
available for the canal plan, if, on consideration, it 
should be found more advantageous for the city 
than the plan as to the . Liffey, and in 
either case the expense of the bill would 
not be less. From the Committee No. 2 
of the tion had been most desirous to get 
the supply, if possible, from the cans]. He begged to 
state that they would have called attention earlier to 
that particular clause, but that they were anxious 
that the opponents of the bill should exhaust 
all they had to say, and se whether, 
in truth, there was any antagonistic plan to the one pro- 
posed as to the Liffey, but after patiently waiting they 
found there was not. They preferred to have the sup- 
ply from the canal, if it was found to be more advan- 
tageous to the citizens. (Hear, hear.) 

Alderman Reynolds said he should not have voted 
for affirming the bill in its present shape, but that he 
knew it would be revised and corrected. It would be 
wise on their part not only to t the poundage rate 
which the bill provided, but they ought to adopt it on 
an ascending scale. He was of opinion that the poor 
man who occupied a low-rated house ought not to pay 
as large a poundage rate as the man who oc- 
cupied a palace. Let them commence at a 
minimum poundage of sixpence, and to end at a maxi- 
mum of is. 3d. In Manchester, and other towns well 
supplied with water, there was no limit in that respect, 
and he thought the Town Council might be entrusted 
with the limit. The Collector-General’s books showed 
that there were 5,500 houses held under £5 ; and 
in Merrion-square there were 95 houses, and the 
aggregate valuation of those houses amouated to 
£10,317 per annum. Each of those ninety-five houses 
paid thirty shillings per annum, pipe water rent, and, 
multiplying it ninety-five times, found the amount 
contributed by the whole of Merrion-square for water 
was £142 10s.,and 570 houses rated at £5, and occu- 
pied by the humbler classes, produced precisely the 
same amount as Merrion-square. ‘The valuation of 
these 570 houses was £2,850, That enabled him to draw 
attention forcibly to the disparity which existed between 
the higher and the lower valuation, and showed the rank 
injustice done to the mass of the people with reference 
to the charge for water. He knew some houses that paid 
only £1 10s, a-year for water, which consumed more 
of it in twenty-four hours than some entire streets, and 
he saw no means for providing against such injustice 
as'that, than by the meter plan, upon the same principle 
as the people paid for their gas. Let some charge be 
made upon every thousand gallons, which would compel 
& man to pay something tair and reasonable for the value 
he received. He was so thoroughly convinced that 
they could never get a pure supply of water from the 
canal, no matter from what level, that he was resolved 
to use all his influence to prevent any supply from 
such a fetid and corrupt source. 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) objected to opening 
a question again which had been so fully discussed. 

Mr. Whelan observed that the bill could only date its 


“voted in the minority on the bill as much credit was due 
for deep anxiety to save the pockets of the ratepayers, 
as the gentlemen who voted in favour of the bill. They 
were actuated by as pure motives as any one else; but, 
what he objected to was the claims made by some of 
them for exclusive integrity.

Mr. French said that there were 5,000 houses, valued 
under £5, and he wished to ask Alderman Reynolds as 
a friend of the poor, how many of those houses did not 
receive one drop of water, though memorial after me- 
morial came to the Corporation on the subject. 

Alderman Reynolds, in reply to Mr. French, said there 
were 5,491 houses held — 2 and scarcely one of 
those were supplied with a sufficient quantity, but that 
under the new bill every one of them would be well sup- 
plied with pure water, and pay nothing for it. 

Mr. rose on a point of order, and said he under- 
stood the motion before the house was that they should 
resolve themselves into a committee for the purpose of 

what amendments were necessary in the bill, 
that motion was decided he thought it better 
any further discussion. 

Mr. said the course pursued was most irre- 
gular, and called upon the Lord Mayor to decide the 
point of order. 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) said that Alderman 
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Mr. H. Wigham acted as secretary to the meeting. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, observed 
that it had been called by a circular signed by six 
gentlemen, with the view of obtaining information 
respecting the proposed water works, which were 
likely to involve considerable taxation. 

Mr. Bewley said that, in attending the meeting, he 
wished it to be understood he had formed no opinion on 
the question, one way or the other, but that he merely 
came there to seek for information. 

Mr. W. Brophy observed that the promoters of the 
Corp ration scheme accused their opponents of misre- 
presentation, and twisting facts so as to strenghten their 
hands in opposition, but such was not the case, As he felt 
the deepest interest ir the subject, he would shortly 
refer the meeting to the opinion expressd by Dr. Apjohn 
as to the quality of the canal. water. He says:— 
“ As respects the canal waters, they are lowest wh we 
of quality, being hard, in a higher degree, containing 
much organic matter, and an appreciable amount of 
iron; and I may add that the matter must, at 
least in part, have an animal " By a strange 
coincidence he (Mr. Brophy an analysis 
made by Dr. Apjohn in 1845, signed by him, and what 
would they suppose was the inference he deduced from 
that analysis of this very water? With respect to the 
canal water Dr. Apjuhn is precise and definite, and 
further says: — As respects the canal water, I have 
no hesitation in saying that the specimen of it which I 
have examined is soft, sweet, and wholesome, and well 
adapted for domestic use of every description.” And he 
Mr. Codd says, quoting from Dr. Apjohn, that the water 
is of lowest point in quality.” Dr. Apjohn, in a printed 
report, said that “ the water was of excellent quality, and 
very pure.” Mr. Codd, again, says the wateris “ hard.” 
No,“ says Dr. Apjohn, “ it is soft, sweet, and wholesome, 
and fit for domestic use of every description.” Again, 
Mr. Codd says, “It contains much organic matter, 
and the organic matter must, at least in part, have an 
animal origin.” Dr. Apjohn says, in his printed report, 
LI am quite certain that the quantity of vegetable and 
animal impurities in the canal water, impurities 
of which no natural water is ever destitute, does 
not exceed that indicated by the analysis. I may 
add that their relative proportion is much too small 
to leave any room for apprehending that their 
presence can confer upon the water properties which 
would render it either disagreeable to the taste or in- 
injurious to the health.” Such contradictory statements 
he (Mr. Brophy) could not reconcile, nor could he tancy 
that the waters, in an interval of 15 years, could have so 
much changed their character. He was no advocate 
for taking the water at Portobello; but he desired 
to take it from the 11th lock. In many valid reasons, 
one fof which was that the elevation would ensure 
hydrostatic pressure sufficient to drive the water to the 
top of the highest house in Dublin, Mr. Brophy went 
into a detailed statement, showing the specific gravity 
of specimens of water, and clearly demonstrated that the 
water in Dublin is infinitely purer than any in London, 
and argued in favour of the canal water. 


Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon, in coming forward, was re- 
ceived with loud applause. He said it appeared to 
him that no sensible man could for one moment doubt 
that the citizensof Dublin, who were to pay for the 
execution of the works, were entitled to be allowed satis- 
factorily to understand the nature of the undertaking 
which they were called upon to pay for. If the sup- 
ply of water from the Liffey was far superior to that 
which could be elsewhere got, the city should have 
it. Hewas as eager as any other man to have 
a good and abundant supply of water. He, 
however, complained that the scheme of the Cor- 
poration for taking water from the source of the 
Liffey was pursued secretly, until it appeared just 
ready in the shape of a bill to be turned into law. 
Upon what principle could the citizens of Dublin be 
called upon to pin their opinions upon the sleeves of 
the inventors of that project, without knowing whether 
He saw by the bill that they were 
to have a large reservoir somewhere near the source of 
the Liffey, and another at Templeogue, and it required no 
great engineering skill to know that they should connect 
the two by aconduit. According to the proposed scheme 
the reservoir should be a large one, covering about 400 
acres of land, placed above the Liffey at Blessington, 
and another reservoir at Sallins; those reservoirs to be 
connected by conduits, &c, He would like to know how 
many thousands of pounds it would take io pay for the 
trespasses which would be committed in the course of 
that undertaking. It was at one time attempted to 
make a ship canal between Lough Corrib and Lough 
Mask, in the county Galway, and it was estimated 
the work would be accomplished for £75,000; 
but its projectors were shortly obliged to bor- 
row £75,000 more, and they ultimately had to 
abandon the scheme as a thing impossible. At 
the time of its commencement he told their engineer 
the thing wag an impossibility, and his prophecy had 
been verified. He now told the citizens of Dublin, that 
after spending one million of money on the present 
project to supply the city with water, that they would 
ultimately have to turn back to the canals. It was 
right, at least, that the citizens should have an oppor- 
tunity of inquiring into the matter, and he asked was the 
Corporation which was opposed by 19 of their own body, 
to be allowedto thrust down their throa‘s, the present bill, 
and to be permitted to spend thousands of the money 
of the citizens in fighting the citizens themselves ? 
Was such.a thing to be tolerated? The people of Dublin 
should petition to have the powers of the Corporation 
taken from them as they were before, and as they ought to 
be again. The state of the city of Dublin was a disgrace ‘o 
them, and their streets were kept in a condition that would 
degrade the poorest town in the empire. He asked the 
citizens of Dublin had they any guarantee for the state- 
ment that Mr. Hawksley had pledged his profes- 
sional character that the expense of the proposed 
works, including compensation to be made to mill- 
owners and the owners of land, would not exceed 
£218,000 ? Not one word did he say as to that, but 
merely in reference to the execution of the work, Sur- 
pose the millers whose — would be injured by 
the works established against the city to the ex- 
tent of half a million, and that Mr. Hawksley was called 
on to account for his statement, what would he say ? 
Oh ! that he never intended compensation for millers in 
his estimate, and Mr. Neville would say the same 
thing.

The Paris

“ It will meet, unless the machinations of Austria and 
Rome prevent so desirable a result. This Government is 
prepared, as I am assured, to carry out the original idea 
of a Congress, and no one can doubt that the English 


Government will fully concur in it ; but Austria and 
Rome are no longer willing to be represented at a meet- 
ing of the Plenipotentiaries of the Great Powers of Eu- 
rope. What causes a change so marked? Why does 
Austria, who herself issued invitations to other Powers 
to attend a Congress, now refuse to appear at one? It 
is that anonymous pamphlet has been published, which 
inculcates ideas such as Austria and Rome do not par- 
ticipate in. And so these Powers halt in their settled 
plan of action, and refuse to do that which was agreed 
upon so short a time since.“ 

We read in the Paris correspondent of the Post :— 

4M. Thouvenel has already had interviews with the 
Emperor, and been made fully aware of his Ma- 
jesty’s views touching the leading questions of the 
foreign policy of France. I am assured M. Thouvenel 

agrees with, and is perfectly prepared to carry out, 
the foreign policy of Napoleon III. N. Thouvenel, 
although called upon to do battle with Lord Stratford 
de Redcliffe in the East, is a friend and supporter of the 
English alliance, and will be found working more cor- 
dially with M. de Persigny, the French Ambassador at 
London, than Count Walewski, who, although latterly 
reconciled to that old and faithful friend of Napoleon III., 
had not of late worked with him in that spirit of confi- 
dence which ought to exist between the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in Paris and the French Ambassador 
at London. A variety of diplomatic changes are in con- 
templation, necessitated by the retirement of Count 
Walewski, who had inspired a foreign policy, particu- 
larly towards Italy, which is now rev It is there- 
fore highly probable that more than one of the French 
Ministers Plenipotentiary in Italy will receive new ap- 
pointments in order to be replaced by men who are wil- 
ling to carry out a more liberal, logical, and just policy 
than that which encouraged the return of the self- 
exiled Sovereigns. It is not yet decided who is to re- 

lace M. Ihouvenel. I hear that the Emperor is still 

nt on bringing about the meeting of the Congress, 
and one of the earliest occupations of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs will be that of issuing new invitations 
to the Powers addressed by M. Walewsk. No one ap- 
p ears to be able to say whether Austria and Rome will 
or will not refuse to send their envoys to Paris. They 
will, at all events, be solicited to do so.” 

A Spanish officer, of high military rank, writing from 
Madrid under date the 14th, relates the following inci- 
dent which befell a young officer in the late charge of 
the Hussar squadren against the Moors :— 

“The wounds, and, above all, the escape of Gaspar 
Valledor, Captain of Hussars, is the subject of every 
conversation in Cadiz, as in Port St. Mary, where he is 
now in hospital. On returning from the charge with 
two sections of his regiment, after having made despe- 
rate but vain efforts to save the unfortunate Lieutenant 
Salvadores, whose horse had run away with him, and 
dashed into the thick of the enemy, Valledor's own 
charger stumbled against a stone, and fell, dashing his 
rider to the ground. He was stunned, and in that state 
was ridden over by his own cavalry. ‘The Moors, seeing 
him lying on the ground almost senseless, cut at him, 
and pierced him in the shoulder, and inflicted on him 
numerous wounds with the gumia. They dragged off 
his shako, tore away his pelisse and his pouch, con- 
taining twenty-five ounces of gold. When he came to 
himself he gazed about, and lifted himself from the 
ground, bruised and covered with biood. Perceiving a 
portion of his squadron not far off, he made a desperate 
effort and leaped the ditch which defended the Moorish 
encampment, and, in the midst ofa storm of balls, slowly 
advanced to the spot where his men were, and as he 
reached he fell to the ground exhausted. He was taken 
up by his men and carried to the rear. This young 
officer is, in fact, in so deplorable a condition that there 
is not a single sound part in his body, which is covered 
over with wounds from the gumia and bruises from the 
hoofs of his own horses. There are still hopes of his 
surviving.” --— 

Tue Usieurrovrs Mr. DRUMMONp Hay.—The 
Spaniards persist in complaining bitterly of Mr. Drum- 
mond Hay, to whom they impute divers practices un- 
favourable to their cause. He is accused of supplying 
the Moors with ammunition, of assisting them with his 
counsels, of superintending (himself in a Moorish cos- 
tume) certain of their preparations. It is further stated 
that he has had to do with the engagement of two 
English engineers, who construct military works. 
The‘vessels which convey cattle from Tangier to Gibral- 
tar return thence with powder and other warlike storcs. 


It was by his direction that the Moorish batteries at San ' 


Martin aimed the other day at the screws of the Spanish 
steamers employed in bombarding them. If they did 
not suceced in hitting them, it was their fault, not that 
of the British Consul at Tangier. Mr. Hay also 
draws up the Emperor’s diplomatic documents addressed 
to foreign Powers.—JLetler fiom the Spanish Camp. 


SWITZERLAND. 

A letter from Berne, of the 16th, says:.—“ The address 

of the Swiss Bishops lias been discussed in the National 
Council. A report, presented in the name of the ma- 
jority of the Cemmittce to which the address was refer- 
red, said there was no motive for retracting what had 
been decided. The Holy See had announced that it was 
disposed to negociate, and after wurds tlre letter of the 
Bishops was written, a letter which all the members of 
the committee would have been glad not to have had to 
examine, ‘The majority were of opinion that what had 
been resolved on ought not to be deviated from in the 
slighiest degree; the resolution adopted was required by 
regard for the honour and independence of Switzerland; 
and, besides, danger might arise from allowing Swiss 
Bishops to be nominated by a foreign prince, to whom, 
and not to Switzerland, they would take an oath of 
fidelity. The decree of the 22nd of July last did not 
encroach in any way on therights of the Roman Catho- 
lia hierarchy, inasmuch as the various ranks would be 
maintained under Swissas wellas under foreign bishops. 
The winority of the committee presented a report 
which declared that the bisheps exercised a constitu- 
tional right in protesting against what they considered 
the encroachments of the civil power. An animated 
disc™ssion then took place on the two reports, and on a 
division ¢ Majority. of 75 to IA, as already stated, decided 
that the petition of the Bishops should be set aside.” 


he Gibrallar Chronicle ot the 14th says:—“ We haxet 
nothing later from Ceuta to-day. The division under 
General Rios embarked yesterday, and this morning lef 
Algesiras to join the army in Africa.

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| THE MEETING OF PARLIAMENT. 
London, Tuesday vening. 

The three estates of the realm met to-day in the gilded 

chamber at St. Stephen’s, and surrounded by all the 


sent, 
the brilliant throng those few words which, long before 
these lines can be printed, will have been read by mil- 
lions, and have flown along all the telegraphic wires of 
the Continent. Solemnly, and in all magnificence, 
which, however great, is but the emb.em of their vast 
importance, all the branches of our Government had 
collected together to pay to the reality of the work be- 
fore them the homage of a great ceremonial. Few per- 
sons who were in the House of Lords to-day would ac- 
cuse the English of carcless indifference to outward 
forms, and few who have felt the impression created on 
the mind by the grand elements of our Government 
would be inclined to underrate their value. There are 
times when to those intimately acquainted with the de- 
tails of Parliamentary Government the flaws and fester- 
ing spots upon its surface seem to grow till they attract 
and almost rivet one’s attention, like a tasteless blotch 
of colour on a picture. At times like these the splen- 
dour of a great ceremony like that of to-day has a 
healthy influence on the mind. The book found wor- 
thy of such gorgeous binding, the jewel kept with care 
in such a casket, will not be looked at with the less re- 
spect because its outside shell is perfect. Our Queen 
does not receive the less respect when plainly dressed 
in shaw] and bonnet, but we like to see her sometimes 
with her robes and crown; our Parliament, which, 
heaven knows! is sometimes plain and homely enough 
in its demeanour, will not be honoured less by us be- 
cause it sometimes clothes itself in outward splendour, 
and perhaps the outward splendour may have an influ- 
ence for good itself, when republican simplicity may be 
on Parliament too much in favour. 

We in England “do not often do these things, but 
when ve de, as Kemple is reported to have said while 
giving a begger a penny, we do them handsomely. ”’ 
In Paris tasteful arches spring up in the streetsas if by 
magic, when some grand show has been prepared ; 
painted wood and plaster, everlasting flowers, and a 
thousand other pretty shams adorn the sireets, and 
armies march about with a city’s population for spec- 
tators. With us, we wisely avoid such scenes; wisely 
because we know with us they’d fail. We are not, 
however, without all taste for splendour, and we have 
satisfactorily proved to-day, as on many such occasions 
previously, that we can produce as well as admire it. 
The full-fledged magnificence of the scene which 
reaches its climax when the Queen begins to read does 
not burst upon a spectator all at once, but is built up 
gradually. For a long time the ladies had the whole of 
the house to themselves. By one o’clock a large num- 
ber, dressed in coats of many colours, had assembled on 
each side ; the ushers carefully packing them, and ever 
and anon pathetically begging them to sit closer, The 
day was a dull one, and the effect sometin.es to be 
observed when the sunlight streams in through the 
painted windows of their lordships’ handsome chamber, 
und falls in coloured beams on the glittering crowd, 
was consequently lost. Glittering tis a word that 
may be used literally, as well asin its vague compli- 
mentary sense, for diamond bandeaur are plentiful in 
the House of Lords on the opening day, and the precious 
stones flash back the light, and the heads that wear 
them move about in a way which makes the whole 
crowd sparkle. No male crowd, except one of diplomates 
or medalled officers, can ever approach in beauty one 
of women dressed richly and tastefuliy. The exception, 
indeed, need scarcely be made, for though the knot of 
Forcign Ministers who oceupicd the back episcopal 
benches showed as dazzling an array of crosses, ribons. 
and orders as the breasts there could possibly retain, 
the ‘eye, in search of beautiful colour and complete 
effects, would never have rested on them while the 
splendid throng of noble women by their side shone out 
in all itsradiance. The corps dipiomutiques, however, 
did not assemble till later. With the exception of 
a few peers who came in with the ladies of their pariy 
to assist them in their search for seats, and left the 
House immediately afterwards, it remained in female 
possession up to twenty minutes or hali-past one. The 
Qneen’s Ancient Serjeant was the first man who vindi- 
cated the rights of his sex, and claimed a place in the 
Ilouse. In a dark scarlet robe and judge’s wig, the 
centleman in question took his seat on the benches al- 
lotted to the legal magnates. Aftera time,during which 
more ladies had been gradualiy filing up the vacant 
spaces on the benches, Lord Montcagie made his appear- 
ance in his peer’s robes being the first of his noble fra- 
ternity who entered in that somewhat antiquated cos- 
tume. Earl Stanhope, the Chief Baron, Mr. Justice 
Channell, Viscount Eversley, the late Speaker who, 
bears his years so cheerfully, Lord Llandover, Lord 
Portland, the Marquis of Westmeath, and others, were 
among the earlier arrivals; but they all came in at 
shout the same time, together with many other noble 
lords, and stood near the door of the Princes’ Chamber. 
‘The Lord Chancellor came in shortly afterwards, pre- 
ce led by his mace, and took his usual seat for the time, 
though the duty of attending on her Majesty obliged 
him to withdraw before she entered. ‘The Bishop of 
London, with his full-dress scarlet and ermine robes 
over the white garment which righ’ reverend prelates 
usually wear in the House of lords, was the first re- 
presentative of the Church. Lord Chelmsford, the late 
Lord Chancellor, came in about twenty minutes to two, 
and conversed with his successor on the woolsack. 
The Foreign Ambassadors did, not, on the present 
occasion, make their appearance till rather a 
later hour than usual, but the Danish representative 
having broken the charm, those of Brazil, Hanover, Sar- 
dinia, America, Belgium, France, Grecee, and other 
foreign Powers, arrived in rapid succession, and each 
being attended with one or more gentlemen of his em- 
bassy, the benches allotted to them were soon filled up. 
M. Vande Weyer, the Belgian Ambassador, was per- 
haps more profusely covered with glittering orders and 
s'ars than any of his brethren, but there were several 
diplomates whose coats were almost concealed by their 
costly marks of honour. The .white-hained gentleman 
from the United States was conspicuous amongst them 
for his sombre, wnrelieved costume, but all the others 
sparkled with gems snd shone with coloured scarfs. 
The Venerable Archbishop of Canterbury came in 
when the house was nearly full, and the three or four 
prelates assembled rose to receive him. The Duke of 
Argyll, too, was among the latter arrivals. He entered 
the House first in a Windsor uniform, with the dark 
green ribbons of the Thistle across his breast ; he soon as- 
sumed his robes, however, and assisted to fill up the 
scarlet border which by that time was nearly complete 
along the edge of the beautiful flower-beds which rose 
on each side. 


The hour at which her Majesty was expected had now 
arrived ; the whole assembly were there, and though 
its numbers were not so great as on similar occasions 
that we remember, it was only in the galleries, and here 
and there in the body of the House, that any vacant 
spaces Could be detected. Through the open door of 
the Princes’ Chamber it could now be seen that that 
ante-chamber to the House itself was empty and deserted, 
the crowd of peers which had recently occupied it hav- 
ing all assumed their pleces. A hushed silence of ex- 
pectation gradually grew up,when suddenly from the dis- 
tant endot the Royal Gallery a flourish of trampcts was 
f.intly heard. A messenger hastily entered, and waved to 
the ladies to uncover. ‘This, the most amusing cere- 
mony of the whole, was gone through, and suddenly, as 
if by magic, the whole character of the flow. r-»eds had 
changed. What before had been a large streich of 
white, from the opera clonks which had shrouded till 
then the varivusly-coloured dresses, had changed to 
pink and blue. Elsewhere, where before scarict shawls 
and cloaks had given the character to the benches, white

a year ago, prisoner turned up in a small parish in Cam- 
bridgeshire, where, while temporarily assisting the rec- 


tor, who was indisposed, he managed to win the affec- 
tions of Miss Campbell, a lady thirty years of age, and 
possessed of a fortune of £5,000 in her own right. This 
marriage was discovered as soon as it had been cele- 
brated, and he was obliged to abscond from that town, 
and was not again heard of until he gave himself up to 
the police at Abergele. 

The second marriage was proved by Mr. Alexander 
Campbell, of Hampstead, near London, brother of the 
lady, and who was one of the witnesses to 
the ceremony. The first and lawful marriage 
was proved by Mr. Arthur Miller, of Youghal, county 
Cork. Mr. Miller was vestry clerk of Youghal in 1831, 
and knew the prisoner, who was then visiting at the rec- 
tory of St. Mai Church, where he was successful 
enough to win the affections of Miss Mona Brougham 
Drew, daughter of the Kev. Pierce William Drew, 
the rector. The marriage, which was arranged after a 
brief courtship, was celebrated by the father of the 
bride on the 9th of October, 1851, and the happy pair, 
after the honeymoon, settled down at Wakefield, in 
Yorkshire, where Mr. LBickerstaffe had obtained a 
curacy. This curacy, however, which was at Thornes 
Church, in that town, was not long retained, owing to 
the peculiar conduct of the prisoner; and he and his 
wife subsequently became wanderers through the land 
until 1858, when they settled down at Headingley on 
the provision made for them by the parents on both 
sides. The subsequent adventures of the prisoner have 
already been fully narrated. On being charged in the 
usual manner. 

Mr. Bickerstaffe said—I have nothing to say, except 
that I wish to expedite the course of justice rather than 
retard it.

The Clerk read Mr. Dooley's resolution, as follows, 
notice of which was already given :— 

“ That the Collector-General of Taxes be requested to 
furnish the board with a statement of the sums remain- 
ing uncollected of the assessments of poor-rates of the 
North City district, for each of the years 1855, 1856, 
1857, and 1858, at the termination of eich year, respec- 
tively; and, also, an account of the sums since received 
on foot of each of suid year’s assessments; of the sums now 
remaining due and to be collected thereon, respectively ; 
and of how much of same have, in each year, been remit- 
ted or forgiven to the ratepayers, on sufficient declara- 
tions.“ 

Mr. Dooley, in support of his resolution, reviewed the 
question of the discrepancy between the collections for 
1858 and 1859, which was fully debated and reported se- 
veral weeksago. Ile said he did not consider the letter 
ofthe Collector-General upon that subject which had been 
communicate l to the board, and published in the seve- 
ral newspapers, satisfactory, inasmuch as the error was 
allowed to run throughout an entire year, and was 
finally discovered by the board itself. Ile (Mr. Dooley) 
did not consider the commission of such an admitted 
error as £580 at all creditable to the Colleetor-General’s 
department, and he considered that that gentleman 
should have taken more blame to himselfon that account 
than he did. It was not right to throw it upon the shoul- 
ders of an official or subordinate, for if Mr. Stanton had 
attended to his duties (and hedid not by any means charge 
him with incapacity) he would have discovered the 
error himself before his attention was called to it by the 
board. The Collector-General said, too, that this wasa 
solitary mistake ; he (Mr. Dooley), however, thought it 
quite probable, from the fact of such an error occurring, 
that others might have oceurred and escaped notice, and 
that suspicion was confirmed in his mind by the fact, 
that although the Collector-General had, since the date 
of his notice, sent in a return of the sums collected and 
uncollected during the years 1855, 1857,1858, and 1859, 
he found, by referring to the Collector-General’s original 
dockets, that that ret was inaccurate. [Here Mr. 
Dooley read a document, which he had prepared, and 
which entered very fully into the subject, and called 
upon the board to nominate any three of its members to 
check the several returns and verify his statement. 
Mr. Dooley dwelt at considerable length upon this sub- 
ject, and concluded by calling upon the board to support 
his resolution. 

Mr. Philip Dixon Hardy replied to Mr. Dooley, and, 
in doing so, said that his object in opposing Mr. Dooley’s 
resolution, was to have some accurate statement of 
the differences in question laid before the board before 
any resolution should be proposed. He would, there- 
fore press the following resolution upon the board, as 
more suitable, under existing circumstances, than Mr.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER—Yesterpay. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
Clarke v. Scully. 

This was an action ageinst a resident magistrate of county 
Galway, for alleged assault, false imprisonment,and malicious 
arrest. 

Mr. Michael Morris, on behalf of the defendant, applied to 

the court to change the venue from the county Dublin to the 
county Galway. Counsei relied upon the defendant's affidavit, 
which stated that he was a resident magistrate stationed at 
O.ghaerard; that he was the principal witness for the defence 
bimeelf; that it would be a great public inconvenience te 
compel him to leave his district, and attend the trial in 
Dublin; that there were necessary witnesses for 
the defence who held official® positions in the county 
Galway—as, for instance, the “late and the present clerk of 
petty sessions, the sub-inspector of police, and two men 
named Claugher and Ryall, both of whom lived in Galway, 
and could not be removed from that place without great 
t ouble and cost. It was contenJed that there were not many 
facts in the affidavit filed by the plaintiſf sufficient to oppose 
the motion. It was, no doubt, stated that the defendant had 
considerable influence amongst the magistrates and persons 
of great respectsbility in the county, from whose ranks the 
record jurors were selected. Mr. Morris said he supposed that 
because there were persons of respectability in the county, 
therefore the plaintiff objected to their trying his case. 
(Laughter.) ‘The plaintiff alleged that the case had become 
a frequent topic of conversation at the dinner tables of the 
magistrates and persons of respectability, but he (Mr. Morris) 
could not very well understand how the defendant had as- 
certained that fact, as he stated that he had not had an op- 
portunity of speaking with them. The plaintiff said in his 
affidavit that his father was a person holding a good position 
in life, considering his profession, namely—that of a bailitf— 
(laughter) , that he held this post of bailiff to Lord Leitrim, 
an’! that the plaintiff himself was also a person of respectable 
position, inasmuch as he lived with his father, and had three 
cows and a bullock. (Loud langhter.) 

Mr. Mallev epposed the motion. 

The Lord Chief Baron said the expense of bringing a num- 
ber of witnesses from a remote part of Galway to Dublin to 
attend the trial here would be enormous. It could not fora 
moment be held that, in a county so extensive as Galway, 
the influence of the defendant was such as ta prevent a fair 
trial of the action, or to bias the minds of the respectable 
jurors of that place. The court would therefore change the 
venue to Galway—costs of the motion to be costs in the 
cau e, 


A. 8. Bell v. C. F. Parke. 

The arguments in this case had stood over from Saturday 
last, and were resumed yesterday. It mav be remembered 
the action was brought by the plaintiff, who is an oflicer in 
the 55th Kegiment, against the defendant, who is likewise of 
the same profession, and in the same regiment, to recover 
damages for alleged oral slander used by the defendant at 
Richmond Barracks, in a conversation with the adjutant. 
The case now came before the court for argument on de- 
murrer taken te the defence. ‘The summons and plaint pub- 
lished that the defendant spoke, in the hearing of divers 
persons, the slanderous words imputed, which were to the 
effect that he (the defendant), only he did not wish to 
have his name brought into question, could have it proved 
that the plaintiff had attempted to purloin a gold watch 
chain in a house in Dublin. It appeared from the state- 
ments tin the defence that at aad before the time of the 
speaking and publishing the words, the parties were brother 
officers in the said regiment, then stationed ‘at Richmond 
Barracks; that the defendant was interested in the good 
character and conduct of the plaintiff as a brother officer, and 
in the character of his regiment, and that he was interested 
that no officer in said regiment should be guilty, or be sus- 
pected of being guilty, of any crime punishable by law, or of 
any disgraceful act; and that it was his (defendant’s) duty to 
mention to the adjutant the existence of any imputation 
= his (the p'aintiff’s) character or conduct, as his brother 
officer, in order that such imputation might be inquired into, 
and, if found to be false, might be removed, and the honour 
of the plaintiff remain untarnished. To this defence the 
plaintiff demurred. 

The substance of the arguments on both sides has already 
been published in the Inis Times. 

Mr. Macconough, Q.C., with Mr. Phillips, appeared in 
suprort of the defence, and urged several arguments in favour 
of its being sustained. 

Mr. Suilivan, C., followed contra, and at the conclusion of 
his observations, 

The Court delivered judgment for the plaintiff, allowing 
the demurrer, with costs.

‘ HORRIBLE CATASTROPHE—TWO HUNDRED 
PERSONS INSTANTLY KILLED. 

One of the most terrible catastrophes on record occur- 
red at Lawrence, Massachusettes, on the afternoon of 
Puesday, the 10th instant. The Pemberton Milis fell 
with a sudden crash about five o'clock, while some 600 
or 700 operatives were at work. The mills are a com- 
plete wreck. Some 200 or 300 per-ons are supposed to 
be still in the ruins. At present it is impossible to give 
inything like a correct statement of the loss of life, but 
trom the Dest authority it is believed that at least 200 
are dead in the ruins. 18 dead bodies have been already 
taken ouf, together with some 35 persons mortally 
wounded, | besides some 50 in different stages of mutil- 
ation. Sqme two or more acres of ground are piled up 
with every description of uuachinery, and the fallen 
building. | Huge bonfires are burning to light some two 
or three thousand persons who are working as if for 
-heir own lives, to rescue the unfortunate persons, many 
of whom are still crying and begging to be release: 
from their tortures. very few minutes some poor 
wretch is dragged from his horrid prison, and it is 
heartrending to hear their cries as they are drawn out, 
with legs and arms crushed ortorn. One man, shock- 
ingly mangled and partly under the bricks, d-liberately 
cut his own throat to end his agonies. Mr. Palmer 
was deeply buried in the ruins at thetime, and thinking 
there was no prospect of being extricated, cut his throat 
to end his sufferings. Still he was extricated, and lived 
forsome time after arriving at the hall, One woman 
in that part of the mill stil) standing became frightened 
and threw her bonnet and shawl out of a fifth storey 
| door and jumped out herself, breaking her arm and in- 
Juring herself so that she cannot recover. ‘The labour- 
ing force of the mill was about 960, and it is supposed 
that about 700 human beings were actually buried iu the 
ruins;—New York Herald.
